Weuro-sphere: the west hemisphere of europe, and the biggest influential sphere of early

Kultarist: someone who discriminates based on culture 
Mitlafer: a person who gives in to peer pressure, going with the crowd. 


Alternative mitlaufer 2. a person tied to or passively sympathizing with certain movements and social 
behaviors. despite individual morals or how immoral those actions are. 


Moralighting: when you have people making you question your judgment and morality 
constantly. 


Moral supremacist: one who considers its own morals as superior from others. 


Moralacist: one who discriminates, prejudice, or antagonizes those they deem as morally 
inferior. 


Taceside: silent approval. 
“Silence is approval” is what some say. 


Parsaling: when someone makes a promise but keeps postponing due to circumstances or 
business. 


Psychofect: infecting someone with a mental disease that will make someone act in certain 
behaviors. 


Qevertia: when you say something that the collective thinks is good, but something you don't 
personally embody. 


Sinochi: optional word term instead of asian american, sinics that migrated from Sina, 
japanese, koreans, chinese. 


Socouso: how things actually work, generally used with the term how the real world works, or 
rather how the system actually works.

Unvuderum: suffer as i suffered. 

Uzaisolationist: when a group is purposely isolated from the rest of the world, teaching a 
warped reality of the real world.

Collectivism: a collectivist society where the individual is stomped and exploited, where the 
collective serves an individual or a group of individuals. Where systems are set up to forcefully 
rely on.

Malapize: being engineered to consent, or manipulated to, often tricked, or threatened, by either 
an individual or entity. 


Neuratal: staying neutral in a situation while also implying how one side is badder than the 
other one. 


Pax Americana: the current era of the world, the biggest player and dictator of cultures. 


Rulycruke: the attempt to justify an injustice by twisting the rules, and the meanings of those 
rules. To try to save face and be seen as morally right. 


Tyroser: tyrannical loser 


Virtue cloak: when someone uses modern virtues to hide malice, sometimes the virtues they 
pretend to preach are the ones violating those virtues & morals.

Throk: getting permanent damage. Throkked would be doing permanent damage. 


Shlivah: talking on broad terms you think you know, or have a good guess of what the main 
problem is. 


Solsun: giving criticism while also giving praise. something that you want to see become better. 


Non-believers of consent: those advocating actions that don't require consent. Which applies 
to them too. Nboc for short. 


Mistease: a mental disease that a person has, affecting their personality, usually bad 
personality traits they get that harms others and themselves. Making bad behaviors become 


contagious. 


Farmetic: the state of keeping people as cattle for the purpose to farm them. Also Farmic for 
short. 


Unterlism: ugly reality; disinteresting. 

Verbatose: the act of using mumbling words that are long and all over the place to confuse 
others for ulterior motives andor loopholing.

Noncon: someone with no conscience, short for non-conscious, a being that is soulless and 
empty minded. Who operates on group think, and of collectivist/tribalistic nature, having no 
independent thoughts, personality, or opinions of their own. 

they have no integrity, no empathy, no guilt, no shame, no conscience. 


Pricon: primal noncon for short, a noncon who’s primary driving force is their primal 
programming, food, dopamine, tribalism, and aggression, while having no independent thoughts 
of their own. 


Cretinent: derogatory term for parent, cretinent for male, cretinant for female. 


Crateny: derogatory term for family. 


Phelofy: or felony, derogatory term for family. 

Kor: a noncon assigned towards you. 

Lowcon: someone with a low consciousness, someone who most likely will end up as a 
noncon, usually they are weak willed, half aware, they act deprived, lacking empathy, and 
understanding, but not low enough to break most major morals. 

Sub-curbstan: derogatory term for cousin. Curbstan(s) for short. 


Tocher: self proclaimed teachers that are there to stunt your growth. Aka noncons. 


Verminent: derogatory term for grandparent, verminent for male, verminant for female.
